Tile Governor's Vindication. 


I Governor Salomon sent in .a message, 'to 
the assembly this Lmpraing, ia response to 
the resolution adopted aorr;e daja since 
transmitting.'all the correspondence be 
tween himself and the .federal authorities 
respecting the.draft in this state. 
. . 


Since the legislature has been in session 


an attempt has been made by the more ma 
lignant stripe of democrats tp:mauafacture 
political capital by putting, 'in.the.fortn p 
deliberate assertion, the wildest siirmja^ 
which their invention could frame, on. the 
subject .of the Governor's action in enfor,c 
.ing the draft. They have in the legislature 
and through their newspapers assailed.,him 
iu tee moat violent terms for having .en- 
forced the draft, alleging that, the east^p 
states were permitted by ithe war depart 
ment to raise volunteers for nine months', 
and that Gov. Salomon made no attempt 
to obtain such permission, .but.on the con- 
trary did not desire it, preferring that our 
quota should be furnished; by drafting. 


The Governor's message to the asseru 


bly, with the accompanying documents, 
puts the seal of infamy upon those mali- 
cious calumniators. It shows .that they 
have,deliberately given circulation to false- 
hoods for which there is : not a shadow of 
foundation, and which could only have 
originated in the desire to excite sedition 
and insubordination among the people. It 
ahows that Gov. Salomon again and again 
applied to the war department to be per- 
mitted, instead of drafting, to raise the 
quota by volunteers for nine months, and 
was as often refused. It shows also thai 
the war department has never given per- 
mission to any state to raise .volunteers for 
nine months. It is true that in some states 
instead of drafting, such 'Volunteers were 
raised and accepted afterwards by the war 
department as substitutes for drafted men, 
but this was done iu states .where the gov- 
ernor was empowered by law to adopt such 
a course, and was furnished with the means 
for successfully prosecuting it. Here-the 
Governor neither had the authority of law 
nor the pecuniary means at his control es- 
sential for such a measure. 


Thus a simple, brief statement of facts 


throws confusion upon the libellers of Gov. 
Salomon and the measures of the govern 
ment. Upon what subject will they next 
turn their inventive faculties ? They are 
determined to be satisfied with nothing that 
is done, and of course will at once open up 
some new vein of calumny and vitupera- 
tion. —Madison Journal.

An Important itovslation. 


The Paris Moniteur, of the 16th of De- 


cember, contains the official documents of 
the French empire for the year, and a se- 
lection from the diplomatic correspondence. 
The New York Evening Post, of the 3d 
instant, gives an account of that part of 
the French " Yellow Book" which relates 
to the affairs of the United States. As the 
account is long, we give at present only 
that portion of it which relates to an inter- 
view with Mr. Seward, and tbe agency that 
functionary had in the visit of, the French 
minister to Richmond last spring.

M. Mercier replies to M. Thovenel, March 


31,1862, that,-according to his instructions, 
he had held an interview with Mr. Seward, 
and was ^waiting the news of the fate of 
New Orleans. The French minister after- 
wards reports a conversation which he had 
held with influential personages; and who, 
in answer to his remark that the war in- 
creased daily the bitterness between the 
north and the south, said : " We do not 
expect to reunite (raltacher) the south with 
us against its will, but we hope that, after 
having relieved it from the influence of its 
present leaders, and having given it a se- 
vere lesson, it will return to the right path. 
We are resolved to carry on the test to the 
end, and if afterwards the majority of the 
states persist in a separation, we will let 
them have it." M. Mercier believes that 
this is the ruling opinion in the north ; that 
the mass of the public is beginning to. get 
tired of the war, but that its conservative 
instinct still binds it strongly to. the Union,

A Thrilling Incident of the War. 


Nine or ten years ago a citizen of one of 


the towns in the eastern part of Massachu- 
setts was unjustly suspected of a crime 
which the statute cannot easily reach, but 
which deservedly brings upon him guilty of 
it the indignation of upright men. 
There 


were circumstances which gave color to the 
suspicion, and the unfortunate gentleman 
suffered the misery of loss of friends, busi- 
ness and reputation. His sensitive nature 
could not face these trials, and he fell into 
a condition of body acd mind which alarm- 
ed his family. 
At length, having invested 


his property where it could be easily man- 
aged by his wife, he suddenly disappeared, 
leaving her a comfortable homo and the 
care of two boys, of ten and twelve years. 
The first fear that he bad sought a violent 
death was partly dispelled by the orderly 
arrangemeut of his affairs, and the discov- 
ery that a daguerreotype of the family 
group was missing from the parlor table. 
Not much effort was made to trace the fu 
itive. When, afterward, facts were devel- 
ped which established his innocence in 
le crime with which he was charged, it 
was found impossible to communicate with 
ioi; and as the publication of the story 


the columns of several widely circulated 


ournals failed to recall him, he was gen- 
rally supposed to be dead.

leading adviser of the long and inglorious 
inactivity before Manasaaa; the engineer 
who protracted the disgraceful siege of 
Yorktown ; the strategist who deliberately 
planted his batteries in a ravine (in one of 
the seven days' battles), instead of .on a 
bight, while he streamed his regiments be- 
fore a raking fire of the enemy; the bean 
sabrenr who fled precipitately from the 
sneers of brave MeCall, when the butternut 
lines were advancing upon them at Games' 
Mill; the traitor who failed Pope at Cen- 
treyille, and the ungrateful comrade wfio, 
when Burnside was sinking .under the ac- 
cumulated weight of Hill and Langgtreet, 
at Antietam, refused reinforcements oat of 
the 30,000, which had stood idle under him 
during alt the fierce temptations of that day. 
His whole career, therefore, is one consist- 
ent current of darkly suspicious acts ; and, 
at the end, he stands convicted by tbe sol- 
emn judgment of his peers, of a villainy 
which equals the measure of the worst that 
had been thought of.him before. It is sel- 
dom that, in the course even of the longest 
life, one man baa the opportunity for so 
much evil as Fitz Porter found in tha space 
of twenty months ; and that he improved 
all the occasions which were thus presented, 
no one who has read the testimony in the 
recent trial, and been an observer of his 
previous career, can, for a moment, doubt. 


The charges against, him in that pro- 


ceeding were, that having, while at War- 
renton Junction, Virginia, on the evening 
of the 27th August last, received an urgent 
order from General Pope to move forward 
at one o'clock on the following morning to 
Bristow Station, (which was but nine miles 
distant,) in order to be able to attack the 
enemy at daylight; he deliberately disobev- 
ed that order, went to sleep npon it, ai.d did 
not begin to move his men till daylight. 
The second charge was, that on the day but 
one afterward, to-wit, the 29th of August, 
he, while in sight of the enemy, at the dis- 
tance of but a mile and a half for seven 
hours, did, after receiving an order to at- 
tack, shamefully turn his back upon the 
foe, whose inferior force he might easily 
have crushed, and march from the sound of 
the hostile cannon with his whole division, 
thus leaving the exhausted federal forces to 
be outnumbered and driven disastrously 
back npon Arlington Eights and Alexan- 
dria. 


Tbe testimony on the second charge 


makes some astounding revelations. It ap- 
pears that on the morning of the 20tb, Por- 
ter and McDowell were ordered to move 
forward together on a given road, and fol- 
low it till they met the enemy, unless Mc- 
Dowell, who ranked Fitz John, should de- 
cide that any considerable advantages were 
to ba gained by pursuing a different course.

ing the accused that he, McDowell, wonld 
move on with his division, and attpck the 
enemy upon the centre, directed him to take 
a road leading to the left where the rising 
dust showed that the enemy might there be 
taken in the flank. Tbe accused, however, 
instead of receiving the order with the spir- 
it of a soldier, merely pointed with his hand 
to the dust rising above the trees and re- 
marked—" We cannot go in there, any- 
where, without getting into a fight." The 
answer of McDowell was—" That's what 
we came for 1" whereupon being full of his 
business he huriedly rode off. Porter then, 
in a mere semblance of obedience ordered 
a portion of his forces, under Griffin, to 
move forward, but when they had advanced 
about 600 yards he directed them to halt. 
In this position he remained till after five 
o'clock p. m., with his 13,000 well appoint- 
ed men, perfectly idle before an inferior 
number of the foe, who all the while were 
contributing to harrass and overwhelm our 
centre. Amazed at Porter's absence from 
the Sght, Pope at lemgth sent him an order 
dated at half-past four p. m., " to push for- 
ward into action at once, on the enemy's 
right flank, and, if possible, upon his rear." 
This order was delivered to him at half-paat 
five o'clock, he received it while lying down 
under a shade tree, and without attempting 
to obey, he continued reposing in the same 
manner, during the twenty minutes the 
messenger remained. 
In noticing tbe tes- 


timony on this point, Judge Holt employs 
the following language: 


The accused had, for between five and 


six hours, been listening to the sounds of 
the battle raging immediately to his right. 
Its dust and smoke were before his eyes, 
and the reverberation of the artillery was 
in his ears. He must have known the ex- 
haustion and carnage consequent npon this 
prolonged conflict, and he had reason to 
believe, as shown by his note to Generals 
McDowell and King, that our army was 
giving way before the heavy reinforcements 
of the enemy. 
He had a command of 


some 13,000 fresh and well appointed troops, 
who had marched but a few miles, and had 
not fought at all on that day. Under these 
circumstances, should not an 
order to 


charge the enemy have electrified him as a 
soldier, and have brought him not only to 
bis feet and to his. saddle, but have awaken- 
ed the sounds of eager preparation through- 
out his camp? But the bugle note of this 
order seems to have fallen unheeded, and 
after' reading it, and at the close of an in- 
terview of from fifteen to twenty minutes, 
the messenger who bore it, turned away, 
leaving the accused still ' lying on the 
ground.'" 


In a little while after the departure of 


the messenger, Porter gave an order to fall 
back, and deliberately retired altogether 
from the theater of the atill raging battle. 
AH this was known two days afterward by 
McClellan, yet he retained Fitz John as his 
chief corps commander, and permitted him 
to perform the same part, with 30,000 men, 
at the subsequent battle of Antietam. 
" But there is one feature of the inaction 


of the accused on the 29th," says Judge 
Advocate Holt, " which it is especially 
sorrowful to contemplate. How, with the 
cannonade of the battle in bis ears, and its 
smoke and the dust of the gathering forces 
before his eyes, he could," for seven and 
a-half or eight hours, resist the temptation 
to plunge into the combat, it is difficult to 
conceive. . But this alone is not the saddest 
aspect in which his conduct presents itself. 
Colonel Marshal states that, from the cheer- 
ings and peculiar yells of the enemy beard 


Upon auch revelations and such 'proofs 


as these, did the court unanimously find 
Fitz John Porter guilty of the crimes al- 
leged against him •' and upon their virdict 
did the President strike the malefactor 
from the. rolls and declare him to be here- 
after utterly unfit to wear a sword, or to 
hold any office of trust or profit under the 
government of the United Stales. It was a 
punishment far short of. the measure of the 
crime; for tbe crilprit should have been 
rurrup to a limb, or at least led ont and 
snot. 'But the President, doubtless credit 
ed* him with some remaining sensibility to 
human shume, and therefore judged it to 
be a keener penalty to force him to live 
and walkabout among his former fellow 
men, with a brand npon his forehead which 
statups'nlm not only as tbe murderer of 
Kearney and of Stevens, but the real be- 
trayer of Antietam and botb battles of 
Roll Ran. He therefore stalks an outcast, 
bearing npon his brow the mark of Cain, 
inviting, but for the .decorum of the law, 
the pistol of every loyal man, and worthy 
only of the commiseration of th« chief 
who so unduly pampered and advanced him.

Correspondence of the Dally Quaette. 


From tl>> 83d Regiment. 


Moscow, Tenn., Jan. 22d, 18G3. 


MESSRS. EDITORS :—Since I last wrote 


you we have moved forty miles northward 
and are now located forty miles east of 
Memphis, on the Memphis and Charleston 
railroad. We left Holly Springs one week 
ago last Saturday night, and reached this 
place tbe following Monday. Holly Springs 
has been a place of considerable import- 
ance, a seat of enterprise, prosperity and 
refinement. The streets are laid out regu- 
larly and adorned with much taste, while 
the suburbs abound with many elegant pri- 
vate residences that wonld be a credit and 
an ornament to any city. Several large 
railroad machine shops, whose ruins are 
fitting emblems of the decay and desola- 
tion that the ravages of war have spread 
over the face of this whole land, are mourn- 
ful evidences of former mechanical indust- 
ry, thrift and skill. The whole place suf- 
fered from Van Dorn's raid, many of the 
fairest portions being razed with the ground 
and when our troops abandoned it, the work 
of devastation and destruction was com- 
plete. Up to the the time of our arrival 
hither we had been favored with as fine 
dry roads as I ever saw, bat now the wet 
season has set in we have notbing bnt rain 
and mud. Transportation was compara- 
tively easy, now 'tis totally impracticable, 
aud our long march and counter-march of 
two hundred miles, after God knows what, 
is brought to a halt fer the present. We 
may have accomplished much, but we can't 
see it, unless it be found in cotton bales 
and irrepressibles. 
Snow fell here to the 


defense of bis country. 
This is not mere 


declamation, bnt the honest expression of 
tbe sentiments of hundreds with whom I 
bave conversed on the subject. 


We have been twice threatened by Van 


Dorn, with six thousand cavalry, but he 
has not yet ventured ac attack. When be 
does, be will meet with a warm reception, 
as we are on the gui vise for him. The 
old regiments are getting two months pay, 
but 'tis doubtful about the new ones receiv- 
ing any at present. 
Many threaten deser- 


tion befere they will allow their families to 
suffer at home for want of their protection 
-and care. I am under obligations to you 
for several copies of the Gazette and hope 
the favor, will be extended. But I have 
trespassed too long already. More anon.

FORT DONELSOW, Feb. 5. 


A great battle was fought here Tuesday, 


Feb. 3d, between the 83d Illinois- com- 
manded by Col. Harding, and Flood's bat- 
tery, amounting lo some 700 men, against 
Forrest's, Wheeler's and Wharton's rebel 
forces, comprising 5000 troops. 
\ 


The attack was made by the rebels about 


I p. m., and raged furiously until 8 o'clock, 
when the rebels retired. The defeat was 
perfect, they leaving in great disorder. 
Their flight was precipitated by forces un- 
der Col. Lowe, from Fort Henry, who 
reached here about 12 at night.

A New Hartford Convention.' 


Our readers know that there was a large 


party in-the eastern states who were op- 
posed to the war of 1812, and that a eon- 
veution of these opponents of that war was 
hold in Hartford, Conn., for the purpose of 
stopping tho war. It was tbett and has 
over since been regarded AS a disloyal con- 
vention, and tho individuals who composed 
it, aa well as the parly which sanctioned it, 
were afterwards held in reprobation by the 
great mass of the loyal people of the conn- 
try. 
It' made no difference in this general 


condemnation that many of the persona in- 
terested in that movement, claimed to be 
honest and patriotic in their designs, the 
fact that they held a convention to oppose 
the war, whila hostilities were iu existence, 
was sufficient to stamp their acts with dis- 
loyalty and treason. Such was the public 
verdict upon tho men of that day who in- 
terposed obstacles in the way of the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, and such 
•will again bo the case whenever men so far 
forget their duty to their country as to com- 
bine Bgainst the efforts of the government 
to put down its armed foes. 
• 


A convention ia about to be convened of 


the disloyalists of this time, for tha purpose 
of weakening the government and aiding 
tbo enemies of the country. A proposition 
has been made in the Kentucky legislature 
to appoint commissioners from that state 
to meet those of the states of Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Missouri, Illinois, New York and Penn- 
sylvania, "to confer in relation to the af- 
fuira and -exigencies of the nation."

thought of the people put tho stamp of in- 
famy upon their doings, and scarcely a man 
who sympathized with them ever obtained 
political favor afterwards.
